Richard Bemsten will talk about his Larkin Soap 
token. All but fogotten now, the Larkin Soap Co. of 
Buffalo, NY, was a pioneer in mass marketing and the 
use of premiums to spur sales. It started operation in 
1875 and went out of business in the 1940s. 

February presentation 

Jeff Cranston used the 1995 Civil War Prestige Set 
with the Civil War Battlefield Commemorative Silver 
Dollar as a jumping off 
point for an explora¬ 
tion of the battle that 
marked the high-water 
mark of the Confed¬ 
eracy. 

“The carnage is just 
hard to comprehend,” 

Jeff said. Fully 2 
percent of the nation’s 
population died during 
the Civil War, the equivalent of 6 million people today.

Abraham Lincoln: His cents, medals and history 

The Old Foil Coin Club in Foil Wayne, IN, is proud to host the 2011 Central States Numismatic 
Society’s Spring Numismatic Seminar, which will be about all things Lincoln. 

The daylong seminar will be held Saturday, April 2, at the Allen County Public Library. This facility 
has the nation's second largest genealogical library and houses the 
Lincoln Financial Foundation’s ‘'Lincoln Collection In Indiana” research 
collection. 

Central States Education Director Ray Lockwood, who has been working 
closely with Old Fort Coin Club President George Fitzgerald to develop 
the seminar, said speakers will include: 

Librarian Cindy VanHorn, who will speak about the recently 
acquired Lincoln collection. 

Wendell Wolka, researcher and writer on the broken bank notes of 
the 1820- 1860 era. Wolka will speak on Lincoln and Hugh McCulloch, 
local banker and Lincoln’s Treasury Secretary. 

Fred Reed, writer and columnist for Coin World. His latest book 
is Abraham Lincoln, the Image of His Greatness (Whitman Publishing, 2009) 

Charles Daugherty, Lincoln cent expert, dealer, artist and author of Looking Through Lincoln 
Cents: Chronology of a Series (Zyrus Press, 2005)
